the vi. by the ſame act limited, and appointed to remaine to the Ladie Marie, by the name of the la⸗ 
die Marie his eldeſt Daughter, and to the Yeires of her bodie lawtully begotten, and foz dc-

great vncle, remaining in foꝛce, ſtrength. and effect, wherby al wel the laid Ladie Marie, as alſo the 
ſaid Ladie Elizabeth, to all ententes, and purpoſes, are, and been cleerelp diſabled, to aſne, claime, oꝛ

Sithens the making ok which letters patents, that is 
to ſay, on Thurſday, which was the vi. day of this inſtant moneth of July, it hath pleaſed God to 
cal to his infinite mercy our ſayd molt dere a entirely beloued colin Edward the vi. whoſe ſoule God 
pardon, a foꝛaſmuch as he is now deceaſed, hauing no heires of his body begotten, a that alſo there 
remaineth at this pꝛeſent time no heires lawfully begotten of the body of our ſayd pzogen:to2, and 
great vncle hing Henrie theight, and fozaſmuch allo as the ſayd lady Fraunces our fayd mother,
